throughout this country and Europe 
with Dwlght L. Moody, the evangelist 
brought him into wide 
prominence 


Sankey, it might be said, wrote

Gospel hymns of the world. He 
re- 


ceived a large income from his pub- 
lishers and had acquired a consider- 
able estate. Among

Sankey's 


most familiar compositions are: "The 
Ninety and Nine" and "When

Mists Have Rolled Away." 


His songs are said to have a cirav- 


latlon of more than fifty million copies 


In 1002 his physical condition com- 


pelled ;hlm to give up most

evangelistic engagements, although he 
continued for some time to do editorla

hymn books. Then came failing eye- 
sight, which speedily developed in to- 
tal blindness.

75 persons wre injured and two score of houses mostly occupied by negroes, were burned last night as the 
result of an attempt by a mob to lynch a negro who had assaulted a white woman. After a night of riot, arson 
and slaughter, the state troops called out by the governor succeeded today in restoring a semblance of order 
and stopping the flre. One thousand militiamen, including three companies from this city and companies from 
Bloomington, Decatur, Horace, Pekin and Pontiac are patrolling ihe streets, and it is believed that further dis- 
order will be prevented. The rioting was precipitated by an assault committed early yesterday morning by a 
negro upon Mrs. Hallman, wife of a street railway conductor. While the woman slept alone in her home-on a 
populous resident street, awaiting the return of her Twsband, the man broke into the house, drag?ed her into 
the rear yard and assaulted her. 


Before noon George Kichardsou, a young negro, was arrested by the sheriff's force, charged with the crime. 


The victim partially identified the negro. Crowds quickly gathered about the jail, but Sheriff Warner's force and 
the jiolice were able to preserve order up till nightfall without difficulty.

That is the usual result when a tragedy of this kind occurs in a small 


tovn 
We had a good example of that in the Arlington murder 'case in 


which Miss Muilins was the victim. 


The chief of police did nothing himself, and he failed to call in the 


police of the neighboring cities. He had even -consented to have the1 dead 
girl's belongings, including a locked trunk, shipped to her Canadian home 
•without examination by the police for anything that would throw light on 
the mj story. 


In such cases the state police should step in and take full charge of 


the case before it is too late to catch the culprits with the evidence of 
their crime. 


There is some excuse, it is true, for the slow action of the Jlethueu 


police when two of their number were murdered. The chief is a decrepit 
old man and cannot be expected to do active work. 


Tho case, so far as prompt action for the detection of the criminals is 


concerned,,was wofully mismanaged, and it is doubtful if ever any trace 
_o£ the murderers will be found. 
They can go on committing fresh crimes 


•with increased confidence of security, since they have made good their 


1 escape after killing two police officers. 
Hereafter vre may expect that 


the yeggs will lay plans to dispose of police officers in fhe same way, 
•nhen as in the ITetluien case these are found in lonely places.
